One of the dithicult things for the teacher 
of dairy science to meet is the fact that 
so much depends upon such a simple and 
homely atiair as cleaniiness and pure air. 
There are many farmers who will go to a 
dairy meeting or an institute to receive 
information on methods of «feeding, 
the chemical composition of feeding 
stuffs, nutritive rations, etc., but who feel 
provoked if the speaker deais in such a 
commonplace and petty atair as cleanliness. 
Yet it is something which needs to be con- 
tinnally enforced and about which too much 
cannot ba said, 

We have read an interesting article with- 
ina few days by one of the best cairy 
authorities in the world,in which a chapter 
was devoted to the cieanliness of clothes 
on the part of persons milking cows, and 
recommended that in order to segure the 
highest possible dairy: product the men 
should have overalls and jempers made of 
some washable fabric which could be kept 
clean, and that they should put these on 
whenever they are miiking. Dust dropping 
from uncleaned udiders 1s a fruitful cause 
of short lived milk. There would be jess 
sour milk returned by the city contractors 
if more pains were taken on the farm.

In Isv4 
$7,900,000 was borrowed at 7 per cent, 
and $12,250,000 at 6 per cent., = and 
this loan has been gradually paid off until 
only $3,500,000 is due, and wil pro- 
ably be paid nextyear. These loans were 
contracted on a silver basis, and = the 
fall in the value of that metal has 
practically doubled the rate of interest, but 
there has been no hint of repudiation nor 
delay in payments, A portion of the Cus- 
toms duties are by contract set apart to 
pay these loans, and none of this portion 
seems to have been devoted to other pur- 
poses. The Chinese revenue is from import 
and exports duties, tonnage and transit 
duties, the opium tax,a Jand tax, and taxes 
on rice, salt, and other products, besides a 
system of licenses. Very littie is known 
of the amount of the revenue or expendi- 
tures of China. Its credit 1s so good, thinks 
the News, thatin spite of the wara loan 
for almost any desired amount could be 
negotiated in Murope.
